1. Because of the nature of our business, my partner, 
(Kenneth H. Carter) and I have a good and valid reason 
for wishing to meet Mr. Allan W. Dulles in the very near 
future . 

2. We believe you either know him or would have access 
to someone who does. The matter we would like to discuss 
with Mr. Dulles is of sufficient importance to warrant 
our asking that you introduce us through your brother 
whom it is presumed will be in Washington for some time. 

3 . I can not tell you our reasons for this request in this 
letter, but will gladly come to Hartford to discuss with 
you at your convenience. If then you are able to do argfching 
In our behalf, please ask Miss Tomlin to telephone me collect 
perso n-to-person. 

4 . Please let me assure you beyond all shadow of doubt that 
the cooperation we seek from Mr. Dulles has no ’’political" 
aspect whatsoever. We finally, after one year, succeeded 
in meeting one of his associates which availed us nothing. 

The recent election has no bearing on the situation for we 
have tried to gain proper introduction to Mr. Dulles for 
six months.
